FLOOD SMASHES 
MORE LEVEES: 
RUIN FOLLOWS 


Richest Portions of Louisiane 
Are Being Turned Into a 
Vast Inland Sea 


PEOPLE ARE FLEEING 
AS THE FLOOD ADVANCES 


Heavy Rain Is Falling and In- 
creasing the Seriousness of 
the Situation—Eleven Par- 
ishes Will Be Inundated as a 
Result of the Recent Breaks 
in Levees. 


Baton Rouge, La., May 2.—With an 
ever-widening rent in the west levee 
line at Torras, letting the waters of 
the. Mississippi through to the rich 
sugar lands of Point Coupe Parish; 
with the state’s big farm at Angola, 
on the east side of the river flooded 
by a crevasse at noon today, with 
weak spots in the Grand Bay embank- 
ment above Morganza and threatening 
conditions in Baton Rouge, and with 
a steady rain falling to soften the al- 
ready strained levees, the situation in 
central Louisiana is the most.desperate 
since the floods began pouring down 
through the Mississippi Valley. 

It became apparent early today that 
the Torras crevasse with its 12-hour 
start could not be stopped and the fed- 
eral and state engineers turned from 
the constantly widening gap there to 
devote their labors to the almost hope- 
less task of saving remaining levees 
where even great damage might be 
done by crevasses. 

Sttuation is Alarming. 

Captain C. O. Sherrill, chief of the 
federal engineers, freely admitted to- 
night that the situation is alarming 
at several points south of the Red 
. River. Captain Sherrill and a force of 
several thousand experienced work- 
men are laboring day and, night now 
but they are facing greater odds than 
ever before were presented by floods 
in the lower Mississippi Valley. They 
have slight grounds for basing hopes 
of keeping the west levee line from 
Baton Rouge south intact. 

The water here is nearly two feet 
above the previous flood record and 
rising rapidly. At 7 o'clock tonight 
the flood was within 12 inches of the 
top of the sandbags which have been 
placeq along the river levee protect- 
ing Front street. This levee may 
break at any time, but it would not 
flood the residential or main business 
portion of the city. The damage would 
be confined largely to the wholesale 
district. 

Sufferers Wait for Boats. 

Although several hundred people 
were today removed from the terri- 
tory flooded by the Torras break hun- 
dreds of others are lining the west 
bank of the river awaiting the arrival 
of boats to transport “them to high 
land. Appeals have been coming in 
al) day long for gasoline launches and 
small craft to zssist In getting people 
out of the overflow country south of 
Torras. |

HOUSE ROARS AN OVATION 


TO VICTORIOUS UNDERWOOD 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 2.—(Special.)— 
As the result of his sweeping victory 
in Georgia yesterday, Osoar Underwood 
received this morning on the floor of 
the house the most tumultuous ovation 
accorded any democrat in the memory 
of the veteran congressmen of either 
party. 

During his elghteen years of service 
the poise, the fairness and the mag- 
netism of the Alabamian have made 
h'm one of the most popular members 
of the lower body. Since the democracy 
captured the house, his marvelous 
leadership has steadily enhanced the 
esteem in which he is held. The biog- 
raphy of most house leaders runs to the 
effect that they steadily lose their 
personal hold, as the exigencies of 
generalship compel them to disappoint 
first one member, then another. But 
so skillfully has Underwood held the 
reins that he has multiplied friends 
and captivated enemies, at the same 
time materializing the strong and con- 
structive program upon which the 
party goes before the country in the 
fall. 

House In An Uproar. 


The evidence of his popularity reach- 
ed a climax this morning when he 
appeared, with his usual modesty, upon 
the floor ready for the hard work of 
the day. 

The democrats, to a man, haq eager- 
ly read every detail of his triumph in 
Georgia. They were watching im- 
patiently for the appearance of Under- 
wood. No sooner had he crossed thé 
threshho!d than the democratic side 
rose as one man, whooping, cheering, 
pounding their desks, waving their 
handkerchiefs, and those who could get 
near enough to Underwood almost 
wringing his arm off in congratula- 
tion. For perhaps the first time in 
his public career ‘t’> Alabamian was 
taken off his guard. He couldn’t make 
himself heard above the hurricane of 
enthusiasm, into which admiring re- 
publicans had also been drawn. All 
he could do was to bow and smile 
and express thanks to those near 
éfiough to catch the low tones of his 
voice. 

Scene Defied Description. 

The scene is one that defies de- 
scription, and can only be appreciat- 
ed by those familiar with the difficulty 
with which the house is drawn out of 
its usual calm to pay personal tribute 
to one man, 

Later in the afternoon the house 
again paid a marked tribute to Mr. 
Underwood when he was called to the 
chair by Speaker Clark to mreside 
over the deliberations of the committee 
of the whole house during a discus- 
sion of the Important legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill. 

This te the great economy measure 
of the democrats and the one in which 
they have endeavored to carry out 
their policy and pledge of economy in 
administration. There will be a fight 


on the meaégure from the republican 
side and the coolest presiding officer 
in the house was wanted in the chatr. 

When Speaker Clark announced his 
selection there was a burst of applause 
and it continued for a full minute 
after Mr. Underwood reached the chair 
and assumed the gavel. 

Wall Street Calumny Repudiated. 
His victories in Georgia and Florida 
were particularly gratifying to Mr. 
Underwood because of the refutation 
of the charge that he was a Wall 
street candidate. News received here 
indicates that the large cities went for 
Wilson, while the country’ counties 
rclled up majorities for Underwood. 

In discussing the results he said: 

“I am particularly gratified that the 
people of Georgia repudiated the state- 
ment of my calumniators that I am 
the candidate of Wall street. I have 
never in all my life had any connec- 
tion with Wall street and only know 
incidentally two or three men who 
have ever been on Wall street. My 
entire record of eighteen years’ service 
in the house will show I have always 
supported the straight principles of 
the democratic party. If my votes in 
accordance with these principles were 
not correct, then the position of my 
party has been wrong. Under the 
circumstances and in view of these 
baseless charges I have been particu- 
larly complimented that the great agri- 
cultural and farmer vote of Georgia 
has come to my support and given me 
such a gratifying indorsement. I am 
giad they have also indorsed the rec- 
ord I have made in endeavoring to re- 
vise the tariff downward and to econo- 
mize in the expenditures of public 
money.” 

Formidable Compromise Candidate. 

While Washington hag anticipated 
the result in Georgia, that state’s ver- 
dict nevertheless clinches the universal 
opinion that Underwood is now one 
of the most formidable candidates for 
the nomination. 

It looks, now, as thor the “bie 
vote’’ candidate will not be able to 
pull down the plum. The moment this 
is’ demonstrated, delegates will go by 
whole states to the »labamian, seeing 
in his embodiment of the tariff and 
his sound personality the party's best 
bid for victory. Governor Wilson, by 
the way, its already counted as elimi- 
nated. 

To Succeed Underwood. 

In anticipation of the selection of 
either Oscar W. Underwood or Champ 
Clark as the democratic nominee for 
president, politics in the house looking 
to the succession to the position of 
democratic floor leader is already rife. 

Should Speaker Clark be chosen as 
the standard bearer of the national de- 
thoeracy yA be elected? Mr. Underwood 
would be chosen speaker in the next 
house, without oppesition. 

Should Mr..Underwood be the choice 
of the Baltimore convention and be 
elected in November, his mantle as 
leader would fall on one of the four 
following representatives: Robert L. 
Henry, of Texas; James Hay, of Vir- 
ginia; Sawger Sherly, of Kentucky, or 
John Fitzgerald, of New York.

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WILSON WORKERS 
CUT OWN THRUATS 


Underwood Monopolizes Con- 
vention on Opponents Choice 


There has been widespread request 
for information as to the requirements 
fixed by the state executive committee 
in the matter of selecting delegates, 
following the presidential primary of 
Wednesday, to the state convention of 
May 29, which will name Georgia's 
delegation to the national democratic 


convention in Baltimore. 

It is well known that under the 
committees action all the delegates 
chosen to this state convention must 
be political friends and supporters of 
the successful candidate—Oscar W. 
Underwood, of Alabama. 

Under these rules Governor Woodrow 
Wilson, of New Jersey, although he 
carried approximately 45 counties, will 
not have a single delegate in the state 
convention, nor will the sentiment and 
vote of a single county that went for 
him be represented there. 

The friends and supporters of Mr. 
Underwood protested strongly against 
this plan, but to no avail; the state 
committee, composed in large measure 
of friends of Governor Wilson, held to 
it, and to their own cost shut out the 
minority. 

Plurality Vote im the State. 

The state committee provided in its 
rules that the candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination who received the 
largest vote in the state should have 
the entire state convention. The state 


committee’s rule as to plurality fol- -; 


lows: 
“Resolved further, That the candi- 
date for the office of president who at 
such primary election receives the 
largest number of votes cast in the en- 
tire state shall be considered and de- 
clared the choice of the democratic 
party of the state of Georgia for the 
office of president of the 
States.”’ 
Conuselidation of Vote. 
The state committee then provided 
for the consolidation of the vote in 
each county in the customary manner, 
at noon on the day followimg the elec- 
tion, and directed that the chairman of 
each county committee should send his 
county returns at once to Hon. W. C. 
Wright, at Newnan, Ga., the state cou

Washington, May 2.—(Special.)—-Aid 
from the United States treasury in the 
construction of improved highways is 
provided for in the postoffice appro- 
priation bill which passed the house

If the senate adopts the amendment, 
and there ig a strong sentiment in 
favor of government aid in highway 
construction in that body, it will give 
a tremendous impetus to the building 
of better highways in all parts of 
the United States, and launch this 
work finally on-a national scale with 
the backing of the central govern- 
ment. 

The Constitation’s Crusade. 

The crusade which The Constitution 
has been conducting for years in 
Georgia to such good effect, and its 
plea for national aid in behalf of the 
work generally, promises to be pro- 
ductive of still wider beneficia] results 
at an early date. 

ee paragraph in the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill is the result of an 
agreement between twenty-eight rep- 
resentatives in the house who had in- 
troduced good roadg bills. It provides 
for the payment of tolls by Uncle Sam 
for the use of county and state roads 
by the rural delivery carriers.

Taft and Augusta paid tribute today 
to Major Archibald W. 
ident’'s personal aide, who was lost in 
the wreck of the Titanic. Auguste 
was Major Butt’s home ‘and for sev- 
eral hours today business was practi- 
cally suspended while memorial serv~ 
ices were conducted in the grand opera 
houge. Flags were at half-mast on 
most of the public buildings, and thou- 
sands of persons crowded around the 
opera house anxious to hear President 
Taft speak, 

Other speakers on the program in 
addition to the president were Majo 
Joseph B. Cumming, of Augusta, and 
Right Rev. Thomas F. Gailor, bishop 
of Tennessee. 


President Taft reached Augusta at 
8 o'clock this morning. He was a 
breakfast guest of Mayor Barrett. 


After a reception ,at the Commercial 
Club this afternoon he leaves for 
Washington, where he is due early to- 
morrow. 

Taft Visibly Affected. 

The president was visibly affected 
by the tributes paid to Major Butt. 
There were tears in his eyes as he 
called up mernories of the man who 
was his aide ever since he entered the 
white house and who had traveled 
thousands of miles with him. 

Mr. Taft made only a short speech 
but he came near breaking down 
twice. 

“Never did I Know how 
was to me until he was <iead,” 
president. “Lacking nothing of self- 
respect and giving up nothing he 
owed to himself he conducted himself 
with a singleness of purpose and to 
the happiness and comfort of the pres- 
ident. who was his chief. To many 
fine qualities Ye added loyalty, and 
when he became one of my family he 
Was aS a g0On Or a brother.” 

Mr. Taft told how he met Major 
Butt first in the Philippines, and later 
as aide to President Roosevelt. He 
dwelt on Major Butt's devotion to Mr.

Chairman: G. R. Hutcheng received 
several] telegrams yesterday from dif- 
ferent parts of the state, asking about 
the appointment of dolesnte to the 
State convention. So numerous were 
those inquiries that ne last night re- 
quested The Constitution to make the 
following statement covering the situa- 
tion: 

“Under the order of. the state demo- 
cratic executive committee and over 
our protest, there will be no minority 
representation in the state convention, 
which the committee has called to meet 
in Atlanta on May 29. -If Governor 
Wilson had carried the state he would 
have received every delegate from ev- 
ery county in the state. Now that 
Underwood has carried the state, the 
state convention must be composed en- 
tirely of avowed supporters of. Under- 
wood, not only from the counties car- 
ried by Underwood, bat from the coun- 
‘tles carried by Wilson. In Fulton 
county, for instance, when the county 


committee met to consolidate the re- 
turns, it very promptly acquiescing in 
the order of the state committee, au- 
thorized the officers of the Fulton 
County Underwood organization to 
name the delegates to represent-Ful- 
ton county in the state convention. 
Thus, though Fulton county gave Wil- 
son 2,500 majority, it can .only be rep- 
resented by Underwood men. 

“Under the order of the state com- 
mittee, the chairmen of the several 
county committees have until May 22 
to send to Hon. W. C. Wright, New- 
nan, Ga., as chairman of the state dem- 
ocratic committee, the names of the 


delegates who are to represent the re- 


spective counties at the state conven- 


tion. 


“I would suggest that the Underwood. 
men over the state give this matter. 


their attention at once, taking up with 
the chairmen of the respective county 


committees the matter of the naming 


of the delegates, the nameg of whom 
can be sent to State Chairman Wright 
any time between now and May 22. I 
understand that quite a number of the 
county committees acted when they 
met Thursday to consolidate the re- 
turns. 

“While we will be the direct bene- 
ficiaries in this instance of the sys- 
tem that gives us gq unanimous con- 
vention, I hope it will be the last one 
ever held in Georgia. The principle 
is not only wrong, but it is vicious. 
It shatters the very foundation of true 
democratic government, which is based 
upon the idea that. the minority has 
rights that must be respected. It must 
be distinctly understood, however, that 
while we are the beneficiaries in this 
instance, the action was taken over 
our solemn protest, and as far as I 
am concerned, this is the second time 
in Georgia politics that I have entered 
such a protest.

It is not claimed that had these personal features | 


been stricken Governor Wilson would not have carried 
these several city counties. But that they account very 
largely for his city majorities—in the very cities in which 
these personal relations existed—is undoubted. It is, in- 


deed, a pleasant phase to a campaign otherwise rather| 


acrimonious that old friendships and old associations 
should have militated so strongly in the governor’s be- 


half. It is a tribute to the man personally, his grip on| 


people and his essential charm, that where he was best 
known he Should have made the most formidable show- 
ing. | 
It is, perhaps, an even more remarkable tribute to 
Oscar Underwood that, known only to the sturdy citizen- 
ry of Georgia by his unblemished record and his magnifi- 
cent leadership, he should have achieved so signal a vic- 
tory. It is conceivable that had he gained the consent of 
his conscience to leave his post of duty and appear before 
them in his own behalf, his majority would have been: of 
even more emphatic proportions. The phenomenal vote 
given him is, to a material extent, an indorsement of and 
reward for a conception of public obligation that coerced 
him into making his campaign by proxy. 

For the second time in recent history Georgia is to 
have a democratic state convention entirely without mi- 
nority representation -and—by singular coincidence—in 
both instances as the result of methods against which the 
beneficiaries earnestly but futilely protested. 

In the cases both of Governor Brown and Oscar Un- 
derwood, and against the protest of the exponents of each 
candidate, the county unit plan was abrogated in the full 
expectation of putting each out of business, politically 
speaking. In both cases the trap has sprung the wrong 
way, and instead of pinning the ones for whom it was set, 
bas caught the would-be trappers and given their intend- 
ed victims an unchallenged command of the situation they 
never asked and by mediums they expressly disapproved. 

The status is one of peculiar irony. For now execu- 
tive committees in every county must appoint delegates. 
from among the supporters of Underwood, regardless of 
whether he carried the county—when the framers of the 
plan expected it would go all the other way! The Fulton 
county executive committee has, as a game loser, set a 
commendable example to the remainder of the state in 
{swallowing the medicine and courteously inviting the 
campaign managers of Mr. Underwood to forthwith name 
the Fulton delegation, though Fulton gave Wilson his 
largest majority in the state. 

Other county committees have, of course, no alterna- 
tive other than to follow this prompt and graceful lead.

The total yield for the week is 2,306 
eggs, against 2,341 for the 24th 
week, a loss of 35 eggs.

Raising Young Turkeys. 

Mrs. W. B. McLellan, Durant, Miss., 
R. 2.—Dear Uncle Dudley: I read 
your paper with interest and am send- 
ing you a few questions today and 
hope to see an answer at the earliest 


possible date. 

First, I have a trio of Mammoth 
Bronze turkeys and I have thirty-one 
eggs setting that they have laid. Now 
what must I feed these little turkeys 
when they hatch, and how must I take 
care Of them so that I will raise 
them? 

Second: What will keep mites away 
from setting .hens and the chicken 
coops? I am going to look eagerly 
the 
first time I have ever bothereg you. 

Answer: Little turkeys are the most 
delicate and helpless of al! poultry. 
They can be easily raised if treated 
properly and watched closely. When 
young they should never be allowed 
to get wet. 

The proper feed for them is grain of 
almost any kind, but they should also 
have wheat’ bran and charcoal before 
them. They should not be fed, how- 
ever, until they are thirtv-six hours 
old. When about a week or ten davs 
old they should be given a little Je- 
rusalem oak leaves crushed together 
with wheat bran. 

Turkeys are more affected by worms 
all through their lives than any of the 
poultry family. Jerusalem oak is the 
best vermifuge that I know of 

They should be kept confined until 
they get strong enough to take care 
of themselves, and then they can be 
turned out on a range with the moth- 
er hen or the turkey mother, where 
tuey can get 
which is necessary 

They should, however, be fed grain 
in the morning and always ‘grain at 
night, so as to accustom them to come 
home. So far as the mites are con- 
cerned you should have killed them 
last winter. Smoking tobacco damp- 
ened or snuff will drive tnem away; 
but when they attack the setting hen 
the hen should be qusted well with an 
insect powder; the nest that she was 
setting on destroyed, box and all, and 
a new’ one supplied. 

The best place to set a hen ts a dry 
place on old mother earth. Mites trou-

Refugees Are Arriving. 

The first refugees from Torras reach- 
ed Baton Rouge this afternoon. A ma- 
jority of them were Italians and neg- 
roes. Most of them were hungry and 
some needed clothing. The local relief 
committee took them in charge_and 
goon had them quartered comfortably. 

Many of the people in tue threaten- 
ed territory are refusing to get aboard 
the government's first relief boats and 
the trains which the railroad com- 
panies have generously sent into the 
section south of Torras. The proximity 
of danger appears to dawn upon them 
slowly and they are calmly taking 
their time about getting out of the 
flood's path. 

Several hundred people from the 
threatened territory, below Torras, 
reached Baton Rouge late today on 
steamers which were hurriedly dis- 
patched last night by Captain Logan, 
United States Army in charge of the 
federal relief work. The quarters of 
the Baton Rouge Compress will be 
used to house as many refugees as 
possible 

Trying to Save Cattle. 

Two hundred and fifty head of cat- 
tle are en route from Torras to Bayou 
Sara, where they will be landed and 
brought on a special train to the 
northern limits of this parish. Sever- 
al thousand head of cattle will be 
given pasturage near Port Hiudson and 
many of the refugees will be housed 
in the dwellings which were vacated 
three years ago when the boll weevil 
struck that place?’ Around Baton 
Rowge several hundred head of Here- 
ford cattle were today driver to high 
ground.

PEOPLE PANIC STRICKEN

affected by last evening's crevasse 
in the Torras levees. From Mississippi 
river points north and south of Torras 
steamers and gasoline !aunches arrived 
this morning, some before daylight, 
and five special trains came in, all to 
‘ake aboard homeless people and live- 
stock. 

In anticipation 
levees, the Texas and 
Southern Pacific and the 
road companies had placed 
at all sidings in the territory 
diately south of Torras, and today 
these are being. rapidiy loaded and 
moved to high ground. At Lettsworth 
and small tewns in the 
path crevasse 
men children welcomed he 
nity. to share cattle ca 
their cows and horses. 

Couriers on horseback rode night 
long through the lowlands just south 
of Torras, giving warning the p 
ple who are without telephone 
nection. and during the morning 
no word was received of the of a 
single human being, although several 
hundred head of cattie were drowned. 
Rushing about the streets like per- 
sone bereft of thei: reason, women 
screaming and men lling they 
hurried into their homes and grabbed 
their children and what articles 
clothing and valuables they could place 
their hands on in their mad effort to 
reach places of safety, and the stam- 
peding of animals turmed loose by their 
owners to seek safer places, were some 
of the chaotic conditions that prevailed 
in Torras last night when the alarm 
was sounded that the levee at the 
junction of the Oid and Mississippi riv- 
ers had given way to the mighty pres- 
sure of the flood waters before it, 

Before the streets were entirely sub- 
merged a majority of the inhabitants 
had sufficient time to reach places of 
safety. Three hundred women and chil- 
dren were placed aboard a freight train 
which had just arrived in Torras. 
These were taken to a point below 
here. 

Practically the remainder of the pop- 
ulation spent the night on the levee 
along the embankment of the Texas 
and Pacific railroad and in the rail- 
road station, which is out of reach of 
the flood, being built on high piling. 

All hope of closing the. Torras cre- 
vasse was abandoned at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon. At 1 o’clock the crevasse 
had widened to nearly 700 feet and 
was crumbling away rapidly 

Eleven parishes, with a total pop- 
ulation of a quarter of a million, will 
eventually be inundated by the new 
break. Three railroads, the Southern 
Pacific’s Lafayette cut-off, the Texas 
and Pacific and the St. Louis and San 
Francisco, will be put out of commis- 
sion. 

NEW ORLEANS FIGHTING 
TO KEEP LEVEES INTACT 

New Orleans, May 2.-—With an even 
21-foot stage in the Mississippi river 
at New Orleans tonight, a half foot 
above all records, orders were issued 
by the Orleans levee board to double 
the force of laborers which has been 
engaged in  blanketing the low 
Stretches of embankment along the 
city front. Ten thousand additional 
sand bags were ordered filled and dis- 
tributed through the commercial dis- 
trict. Seepage in some places has 
reached serious proportions, and 
several 
musk rats and cray fish have 
some damage to the levees.

Only three, lives have been eiavidinad 
to the flood waters in this state, so 
thoughly prepared were the people to 
hustle out of the lowlands on receipt 
of news of a levee break.
